UPPER  FLORIDA 

Receipts  of  producer  milk  at  pool  plants 
regulated  under  Order  No.  6  during  April  1981 
totaled  43.1  million  pounds.   Deliveries  were 
down  1.6  million  pounds  from  the  previous 
mon  t  h . 

During  April,  34.7  million  pounds  of  pro- 
ducer milk  was  classified  as  Class  I  —  down 
3.2  million  pounds  from  the  previous  month. 
The  percentage  of  producer  milk  in  Class  I  was 
80.41%  in  April  compared  to  84.66%  the  previous 
month. 

Comparisons  with  the  preivous  year  are 
not  being  made  because  the  statistics  are  not 
comparable.   This  is  because  two  plants  which 
heretofore  had  been  included  under  the  Upper 
Florida  Order  qualified  in  April  as  pool  plants 
under  the  Tampa  Bay  Order. 

The  uniform  price  to  producers  during 
April  was  $15.00  per  cwt.  —  down  10  cents  from 
March  1981  and  $1.15  above  April  1980. 

TAMPA  BAY 

Producers  delivered  88.7  million  pounds 
of  milk  to  pool  plants  regulated  under  Federal 
Order  No.  12  during  April  1981.   Producer  milk 
deliveries  were  down  4.2  million  pounds  from 
March. 

Producer  milk  classified  as  Class  I  milk 
as  used  in  the  computation  of  the  uniform  price 
to  producers  totaled  76.3  million  pounds. 
(lass  1  producer  milk  totaled  82.9  million 
pounds  in  March.   Class  I  milk  was  86. ON 
the  total  producer  milk  during  April  compared 
to  89.17%  last  month.   (Continued  on  page  6) 


1980  National  Summary 


PRODUCTION 

Total    1980   milk  production  was    128.4  bil- 
lion  pounds,    a   4. 1    percent    increase    from  1979's 
123.4  billion   pounds    (or  a   3. 8  percent    gain  after 
adjustment    for    leap   year) .       It   was    the   largest 
annual   production   on    record.      A  strong   gain    in 
output    per  cow  and   the    first    increase   in  cow 
numbers   since   the  mid-1950' s    led   to   the   expan- 
sion.     All   months   of    1980   saw   a  strong   expan- 
sion  in   milk  production,   with  monthly  year-to- 
year    increases    ranging   from   3.3  percent    in  July 
to   4.7   percent    in  November. 

Milk   per   cow   in    1980    increased   an   average 
of    3.4   percent,    with   January's    3.7   percent    the 
largest    year-to-year   gain,    and  July ' s   expans  ion 
of   2. 3  percent    the   smallest.      Several    factors 
may   account    for   the   cont inued   and   substantial 
gains    in  output    per   cow.      Milk-feed  price    re- 
lationships   remained   relatively   advantageous 
through  most    of    1980,    and   dairy    farmers    in- 
creased  their   rate  of   concentrate    ration    feeding 
by   an    average   of   4    percent    during   the   year.       In 
addition,    the    large   number  of    replacement    heifers 
that    came    into   production   during    1978  and    1979 
approached   their    full    productivity    in    1980.      Al- 
so,  weather  and   pasture   con dit ions    promoted   h  igh 
milk   output    during    late   summer  and  early    fall 
in    the    important    Lake   States    region. 

CONSUMPTION 

Civilian  per  capita  consumption  of  milk 
and  dairy  products  decreased  bv  5  pounds  during 
1930  to  554  pounds  on  a  milk  equivalent,  fat- 
solids  basis.   Even  with  larger  USDA  donations, 
reduced  commc rcial  use  set  (Cont  i nued  on  page  7)

APRIL  MILK  PRODUCTION 
TOTALED  11.5  BILLION  POUNDS 

Milk  production  during  April  totaled 
11.5  billion  pounds  (5.24  million  metric 
tons) ,  5  percent  more  than  April  1980  and 
up  9  percent  from  April  1979. 

Accumulated  milk  production  during  the 
first  4  months  of  1981  totaled  43.8  billion 
pounds  (19.9  million  metric  tons),  compared 
with  42.2  billion  pounds  (19.2  million  metric 
tons)  a  year  ago. 

Production  per  cow  averaged  1,063  pounds 
during  April,  41  pounds  above  last  year  and 
74  pounds  more  than  April  1979. 

Total  milk  cows  averaged  10.9  million 
head  for  April,  up  1  percent  from  April  in 
each  of  the  two  preceding  years.

PRICES  PAID  INDEX  UP  3  POINTS 

The  April  Index  of  Prices  Received  by  Farmers  decreased  1 
point  (.4  percent)  from  March  to  261  percent  of  its  January- 
December  1967  average,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board. 
Contributing  most  to  the  decrease  since  March  were  lower  prices 
for  tomatoes,  broilers,  soybeans,  wheat,  peppers,  corn,  lettuce 
and  oranges.   Higher  prices  for  cattle,  eggs  and  cotton  were 
partially  offsetting.   The  Index  was  36  points  (16  percent) 
above  a  year  ago. 

The  Index  of  Prices  Paid  by  Farmers  for  Commodities  and 
Services,  Interest,  Taxes  and  Farm  Wage  Rates  for  raid-April  was 
305,  up  3  points  (1.0  percent)  from  March.   The  annual  updating 
of  the  spring  retail  seed  prices  along  with  modest  price  in- 
creases for  replacement  livestock  and  family  living  items  were 
the  major  contributors  to  the  increase.   The  April  Index  was  29 
points  (11  percent)  above  a  year  earlier. 

The  Ratio  of  the  Index  of  Prices  Received  to  the  Index  of 
Prices  Paid,  Including  Interest,  Taxes,  and  Farm  Wage  Rates  was 
86  for  the  month  of  April  1981.   The  Ratio  was  down  1  point  from 
the  previous  month  and  up  4  points  from  the  same  period  a  year  ago.

The  uniform  price  per  cwt .  for 
April  milk  was  $15.26,  a  decrease  of 
A  cents  from  the  previous  month  and 
$1.22  above  April  of  last  year. 

SOUTHEASTERN  FLORIDA 

Receipts  of  producer  milk  at 
pool  plants  regulated  under  Federal 
Order  No.  13  totaled  67.7  million 
pounds  of  milk  during  April  1981. 
Compared  to  the  previous  month,  re- 
ceipts of  producer  milk  were  down 
3.9  million  pounds  and  0.7  million 
pounds  below  April  1980. 

In  the  April  equalization 
pool,  60.1  million  pounds  of  milk 
was  classified  as  Class  I.   Class  I 
producer  milk  was  down  5.0  million 
pounds  from  last  month,  and  was  3.0 
million  pounds  below  April  1980. 
Class  I  milk  was  88.72%  of  the  total 
during  April  compared  to  90.76%  the 
previous  month  and  92.21%  during 
April  of  the  previous  year. 

The  uniform  price  to  producers 
under  Order  No.  13  for  April  milk 
was  $15.49  per  cwt.   The  uniform 
price  was  down  3  cents  from  March 
and  was  $1.20  above  April  1980. 

PRODUCER  SUMMARY 

Under  the   three   Florida  milk 
orders,    430   producers   delivered 
199.6  million  pounds   of  milk  to 
pool   plants.      This   compared   to   429 
producers    and   209.4   million   pounds 
during   the    previous   month   and  431 
producers   and    190.3   million  pounds 
during  April    1980.      Producer  milk 
deliveries    in  April   were    down   4.7% 
from  March,    and  were   4.9%   above 
April   of   last   year. 

The   average  milk  delivery   per 
producer  was    15,459   pounds   per  day 
for   all   producers    delivering   to 
plants    under   Federal   Orders   6,    12, 
and    13.      The   average   daily   delivery 
per  producer  was    10,688  pounds 
under  Order  No.    6,    12,713   pounds 
under   Order  No.    12,    and    35,714 
pounds    under  Order  No.    13.

the  stage  for  a  loss.  Per  person  use  of  milkfat 
decreased  to  20.5  pounds  in  1980,  down  from  20.6 
pounds  in  1979.  This  small  decline  was  due  to 
lower  fluid  sales,  as  there  was  almost  no  change 
in  butter  and  cheese  consumption.  The  use  of 
solids-not-fat  was  also  down  from  1979,  decreas- 
ing by  1.3  percent. 

Last  year's  per  capita  use  of  butter  was 
unchanged  at  4.6  pounds.   Use  of  all  types  of 
natural  cheese  was  up  only  slightly  from  17.6  to 
17.8  pounds.   American  cheese  use  was  unchanged, 
while  other-than-American  use  was  up  0.3  pounds. 
This  was  counter  to  the  steady  upward  trend  in 
cheese  consumption  per  capita  —  about  2/3  pounds 
annually  over  the  past  decade.   Meanwhile,  per 
capita  consumption  of  nonfat  dry  milk  was  down 
0.2  pounds. 

Per  capita  use  of  all  dairy  products  for 
1981  will  likely  be  somewhat  above  the  lack- 
luster performance  of  1980. 

FOREIGN  TRADE 

Imports  of  dairy  products  in  1980  totaled 
2.1  billion  pounds  milk  equivalent,  down  8.6  per- 
cent from  last  year,  and  represented  about  1.8 
percent  of  total  commercial  use.   Cheese  imports 
accounted  for  about  90  percent  of  the  imports, 
while  other  dairy  products  contributed  the  rest . 
On  a  product  weight  basis,  quota  cheese  imports 
decreased  14  percent  in  1980,  while  imports  of 
all  products  were  down  9  percent  on  a  milk  equi- 
valent, fat-solids  basis.   Casein  imports,  which 
have  been  the  subject  of  controversy,  were  vir- 
tually unchanged  at  151  million  pounds. 

On  a  product-weight  basis  over  231  million 
pounds  of  cheese  was  imported  during  1980,  a 
decline  of  about  7  percent.   Some  of  this  decline 
occurred  because  importers  increased  purchases 
of  cheese  in  December  1979  in  anticipation  of 
new  quotas  in  1980.   Thus,  December  1980  cheese 
imports  were  only  85  percent  of  those  in  1979. 
However,  most  of  the  overall  1980  decline  was 
likely  because  importers  were  faced  with  a 
slack  demand  for  cheese  and  with  high  carrying 
charges. 

Exports  of  U.  S.  dairy  products  increased 
to  892  million  pounds  of  milk  equivalent  during 
1980,  more  than  two  times  greater  than  1979, 
with  almost  all  the  expansion  in  dried  whole 
milk.   Meanwhile  shipments  of  dairy  products 
to  U.  S.  Territories  during  1980  were  down 
slightly  from  1979.
